Mrs.  Fletcher,  wife  of  the  sci- 
entist Harvey  Fletcher  of  BYU,  is 
mother  of  a family  of  scientists 
and  scholars,  has  been  prominent 
in  the  Relief  Society,  women’s  civic 
clubs,  and  was  a delegate  from  the 
National  Council  of  Women  to  the 
International  Congress  of  Women 
in  Paris,  France.

Draft  Card  Burning  No  Joke 


Last  Friday  a BYU  student  threatened 
to  bum  his  draft  card. 

Whether  this  fellow  was  joking,  trying 
to  get  attention  or  serious,  his  attempt 
brought  to  mind  the  seriousness  of  draft 
card  burning. 

Destruction  of  a draft  car'd  is  a sym- 
bolic way  of  protesting  Selective  Service 
policy.  But  it  doesn’t  eliminate  the  iiossibil- 
ity  of  being  drafted  since  the  real  records 
are  in  the  possession  of  the  Selective  Ser- 
vice system  and  the  local  boards. 

The  draft  card  burners  across  the  U.S. 
appear  to  be  receiving  an  unwarranted 
amount  of  attention,  which  undoubtedly  is 
precisely  what  they  want.  Some  burners  ob- 
viously hope  to  become  martyrs  and  per- 


haps will  be.  The  U.  S.  Justice  Dept,  is 
ready  to  prosecute  under  a recently  enacted 
law  providing  heavy  penalties — a fine  of  up 
to  $10,000  dollars  or  a prison  term  of  five 
years.  The  same  penalties  apply  to  those 
who  forge  or  alter  the  cards  in  an  attempt 
to  evade  the  draft  or  gain  some  other  ben- 
efit. 

In  addition  to  attracting  the  attention 
of  the  Justice  Dept.,  the  demonstrators 
could  be  speeding  up  their  entry  into  mili- 
tary service  by  calling  themselves  to  the 
attention  of  local  draft  boards. 

Draft  card  burning  is  a futile  act.  Yet 
it  has  its  dangerous  aspects.  For  it  is  a de- 
liberate effort  to  defy  the  law  and,  by  ex- 
ample, to  encourage  others  to  do  the  same.

The  ASBYU  Assembly  passed  a 
statute  law  putting  the  Associat- 
ed Women’s  Students  constitution 
under  the  ASBYU  constitution 
Monday  night  according  to  Jim 
Fox,  president. 

IF  THE  AWS  should  violate 
any  part  of  the  ASBYU  constitu- 
tion the  assembly  now  has  the 
authority  to  take  action.  The  AWS 
is  also  subject  to  a review  fay  the 
assembly  once  a year. 

The  Inter-Organization  Council 
constitution  is  under  consideration 
of  the  Assembly,  said  Fox.  The 
past  powers  of  the  IOC  is  now  be- 
ing reviewed,  he  said. 

THE  ASSEMBLY  also  elected 
J.  D.  Williams  as  the  President 
pro-tem^of  the  Assembly.  Should 
the  need  arise,  he  would  take  over 
the  duties  of  Jim  Fox,  the  current 
president. 
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in ' off-year  elections  that  saw 
New  Jersey  Gov.  Richard  J. 
Hughes,  a Democrat,  sweep  to 
his  second  term  on  the  crest  of 
a landslide,  while  Lt.  Gov.  Mills 
E.  Godwin  Jr.  beat  a Republican 
challenger  to  become  Virginia’s 
21st  Democratic  Governor  in  a 
row. 

A Republican,  Clarence  Brown 
Jr.,  won  the  nation’s  only  con- 
gressional race— in  an  Ohio  dis- 
trict which  has  gone  Democratic 
only  twice  in  this  century. 

BROWN,  A 38-YEAR-old  news- 
paper publisher,  won  the  7th  dis- 
trict seat  his  late  father  held  for 
27  years  by  beating  Democrat 
James  A.  Berry. 

In  Philadelphia,  Arlen  Specter— 


a registered  Democrat  running  as 
the  Republican  nominee— beat 
Dist.  Atty.  James  C.  Crumlish  Jr. 
The  GOP  triumph  snapped  a 12- 
year  Democratic  hold  on  city- 
wide offices. 

Pollsters  had  forecast  a more 
substantial  showing  for  Buckley— 
and  said  he  could  play  spoiler  for 
either  of  the  two  top  candidates. 

LINDSAY  SPUN  a slender  early 
lead,  but  Beame,  now  City  Comp- 
troller, surged  out  in  front— again, 
by  a narrow  margin— as  the  vote 
rolled  in  from  his  home  borough 
of  Brooklyn. 

Not  since  Fiorello  La  Guardia 
left  office,  20  years  ago,  has  a 
Republican  been  mayor  of  New 
York.

25,000  marched  in  sup- 
port of  their  government. 

It  is  moral  support  that  has 
lead  to  blood  drives,  Christmas 
card  drives,  petitions,  etc.  all 
across  the  nation.  I believe  there 
are  many  ways  to  fight  Commun- 
Km;  one  of  the  greatest  of  these 
is  moral  support.  If  you  doubt 
this,  read  the  November  1,  1965 
issue  of  U.S.  News  and  Wold  Re- 
port. In  it.  our  fighting  men  state 
what  they  want. 

NOT  EVERY  man  can  carry  a 
gun,  but  he  can  stand  up  and  be 
counted.  War  is  dirty;  so  sane 
man  believes  differently.

Spartans  End  Stalemate 
As  Number  1 Grid  Team 


NEW  YORK  (AP)— Powerful 
Michigan  State  tightened  its  hold 
on  the  No.  1 spot  as  Arkansas,  Ne- 
braska and  Notre  Dame  continued 
as  close  pursuers  Monday  in  the 
Associated  Press’  weekly  college 
football  poll. 

THE  STANDINGS  in  the  top  ten 

underwent  a vigorous  shakeup  on 
the  lower  levels  after  losses  by 
Louisiana  State,  Florida,  Purdue 
and  Texas. 

All  four  teams  dropped  from  the 
rankings,  making  way  for  a quar- 
tet of  new  challengers— Georgia 
Tech,  UCLA,  Missouri  and  Ken- 
tucky. 

THE  MICHIGAN  State  Spartans, 
who  crushed  Northwestern  49-7  for  j 
their  seventh  straight'  victory, 
broke  the  near  stalemate  at  the  top 
of  the  ladder  by  polling  36  of  the 
50  first  place  votes  by  the  special 
panel  of  sportswriters  and  broad- 
casters. 

Arkansas,  winner  over  Texas  A 
&M  31-0,  was  second  and  Nebraska, 
which  edged  Missouri  16-14,  held 
third  place  closely  followed  by 
Notre  Dame.  The  Irish  walloped 
Navy  29-3. 

ARKANSAS  and  Nebraska,  like 
Michigan  State,  are  unbeaten  in 
seven  games.  The  Irish  have  only 
one  loss  on  their  record— an  early 
season  defeat  by  Purdue.

Appointments  not  kept  and  ac- 
tivity cards  “forgotten  at  home” 
create  problems  at  the  MacDonald 
Health  Center. 

DR.  CLOYD  C.  HOFHEINS,  di- 
rector of  the  Health  Center,  re- 
ported an  increasing  number  of 
students  have  been  calling  for  ap- 
pointments which  they  do  not  keep. 

He  said  that  not  keeping  appoint- 
ments results  in  loss  of  time  that 
could  be  used  by  other  students 
who  need  care  and  would  keep 
their  appointments. 

DR.  HOFHEINS  urged  that  ap- 
pointments which  cannot  be  kept 
should  be  cancelled  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. If  this  is  not  done,  he  ad- 
vised, disciplinary  action  will  be 
taken. 

_ Another  problem,  he  continued, 
IS  caused  by  students  who  seek 
care  at  the  Health  Center  but  are 
not  able  to  produce  their  activity 
cards.  - 

DR.  HOFHEINS  explained  the 
activity  card  is  necessary  to  dis- 
criminate between  full-time  BYU 
students  and  other  individuals  who 
are  not  eligible  for  attention  at  the 
Health  Center.
